ceeds. 


This state of things is so plain to ev- 


ery writer that I wonder that no one has 
rushed in to occupy the Greenland or 
the Chinese field. 


A Greenland Btory would at once at- 


tract attention because of its novelty, 
and we who have never been to Green- 
land could warmly recognize the truth 
of its local color, and the profound 
knowledge of Eskimo character shown 
by the writer. 


An advanced Eskimo maiden with a 


wild desire to wear petticoats instead 
of trousers and to drink tea instead of 
train oil could hardly fail to charm the 
reader. 


I am afraid, however, that the ad- 


vanced Eskimo maid would not imrvive 
beyond the first four or five chapters, 
for I understand that whenever an Es- 
kimo woman exhibits symptoms of ad- 
vanced thinking she is immediately set 
•adrift on an ice floe— W. L. Alden in

The Dead sea, or more properly the 


Salt sea, is also called in Scripture tho 
sea of thoArnbah; hi the Apoorypa, tho 
Sodomitish Bea;in the Tahnudioal books, 
eea of Suit and sea of Sodom. 
The 


narno Dead sea seems to have been first 
used in Greek, and tho Arabic name is 
Car Lut, or the sea of Hot. It has a 
length varying from 40 to 46 nailos and 
is only about three miles across at its 
broadest part. 


From tho analysis of the United States 


expedition it appears that each gallon 
of the water, weighing 13% pounds, 
contains nearly !i^ pounds (3.319) of 
matter in solution, an immense quantity 
in view of tho fact that ecu water, 
weighing lOJ^ pounds per gallon, con- 
tains lests then one-half pound. Of this 
8^ pounds nearly n pound is common 
salt (chlorirto of sodium), about two 
pounds chloride of magnesium and less 
than ono halt pound chloridu of calcium 
(muriate cf liinti). Tharo does not ap- 
pear to bo tinytliiiiR about it inimical to 
life, iincl tho story of a recent tourist 
confirms this.

Department. Senators who voted for 
the original tnll are commended, while 
those who advocated the adoption of 
the substitute are denounced by per- 
sons who evidently have not taken the 
trouble to inquire into the merits of 
either proposition That there has been 
a powerful lobby m Washington in the 
interest of the original bill there is no 
doubt, but it is not probable that the 
canal company engaged any politicians 
in Nevada to further their interests 
therefore the presumption is that those 
who are condemning the action of tho 
Senators who opposed the original bill 
are actuated more by prejudice or 
ignoiance than by4he canal company's 
coin. 


Senator Summerfleld sheds some 


light on legislative matters. Referring 
to the vote in the Assembly on the bill 
to divide Washoe county he says the 
true vote was 17 for to 13 against the 
measure.

Last Summer, after the strike, men 


who applied to be reinstated on the 
Cential Pacific railroad were informed 
by the General Superintendent that if 
thay desired to work on a railroad they 
would have to go cast of the Missouri 
to get employment 
Men who partic- 


ipated in or sympathized with the 
strike were blacklisted and as many of 
them were unaccustomed to agricul- 
tural or mining pursuits they were 
actually debarred from earning a living 
by their labor. To prevent this Mr. 
Wieland of Elko introduced a bill 
which reads as follows: 


Any person, association, company or 


corporation within this State, or agent 
or otncer in behalf of such person, as- 
sociation, company or corporation who 
shall hereafter willfully do anything 
intended to prevent any person who 
shall have for any cause, left or been 
discharged from his or its employ from 
obtaining employment elsewhere in 
this State shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor punishable by a tine of 
not less than fifty dollars nor more 
than two hundred and fifty dollars for 
each such otfeuce or imprisonment in 
the county jail at the rate of one day 
for each two dollars ot such fine. 
This act shall be in force from and 
alter its passage.

One May Dine In the Manner ot a I>uTer- 


eut Country Every Night In tho Week. 
A Dirty Italian Kotaurant on the Water 
Front That In Very Popular. 


Olio of the features of cosmopolitan 


Bau Franoisco is its restaurants. Every 
foreign colony boasts of a place where 
its native cooking can ba had, and ad- 
venturous San Franciscans who care to 
look these places up can dine in the 
manner of n different country every 
night in the week. If an elaborate Chi- 
nese dinner, with its numberless impos- 
biblo courses, each accompanied by 
ewoetinents, proves unattractive, a Ha- 
waiian dinner, with poi and salted fish, 
an be had by walking a few blocks, 
'or those who liko highly spiced din- 
>is there are the Italian and Spanish 
Oblnurauts to choose from, and for those 
with Email appetites, who look for nov- 


Ity in service, there arc the Turkish 
estaurants, with tbeirunpronounceable 
ishos and delicious coffee. 
Tho most popular of tho foreign res- 


aurants are the Italian. There are sev- 
ral of these scattered about tho Latin 
Barter, which are much frequented by 
lau Franciscans on account of tho excel- 
enco of tbo cooking. Most of them are 
iirty, very dirty, as to floors and walls, 
ncl the Italians are not oversqueamish 
egavdtng tho table linen. When u party 
i Americans enter, however, there is a 
;encral shuffle among the waiters to se- 
nro tho service of tho table and the 
iruspectivo tip. The question of preoe- 
lenco being Bottled, tho wine stained 
ableoloth is whisked off and replaced by 
3110 not always newly laundered or elso 
suspiciously damp. 


Theso restaurants arc rarely on the 


uaiu streets and havo to ba approached 
.iivough dark alleys. One situated be- 
lind tbo county jail occupies the back 
rcom of a small Italian grocery store. 
[n jjoing there one is reminded of dark 
leecls and sharp stilettos, but the din- 
ner is worth tho journey. The ohef of 
tbis ?\nco is famous for cooking 'Italia- 
rini," n paste made by himself and cut 
in stujw and cooked with a sauce made 
of tomatoes, spices and mushrooms. 
It is extremely rich and very peppery, 
but all Italian dishes are strongly dashed 
\vitli chili peppers. 


Tho dinner is attended with great 


norumouy. A bottlo of their sour claret 
_.. served with each dinner. Every Ital- 
ian clriuks about two quarts of it with 
bi, dinner, so tho bottle supply some- 


M runs short. In tbis event tho 


\7idtor goca to tho bar, fillls an empty 
bnttln from a domijohn, drives iu a cork, 
autt UIPII curries the bottle to tho table 
whcru it is needed, sometimes four feet 
from the bar, and impressively produc- 
ing Ins corkscrew draws tho cork as 
cmc-fully as though he wore handling the 
finest, burgundy. His demeanor is so se- 
rious throughout the performance that 
one dare not look nmnsed. 


A very popular restaurant is Baz- 


zuro's, which is situated near the water 
front. This is greatly patronized by the 
Italian fishermen, who file iu after their 
day's work, still wearing their gum 
boots' and smelling strongly of their 
craft. It IB also frequented by the Ital- 
ian vegetable gardeners, who drive in 
from the outskirts of town, and after dis- 
posing of their stock stop to dine. When 
the place is reasonably well filled, there 
is a babel of voices. They are all talk- 
ing at once, and out of tho confusion 
the word "soudi" is distinguished above 
all others. 


This means money, which the pro- 


prietor says, with a shrug, "they talk 
about all the timo, all the time." The 
Ushermon bring the best of their day's 
catch here, and tho gardeners offer their 
choicest vegetables. 
Tho chef, whoso 


kitchenisbaok of tho dining tables and 
in full view of the room, is a merry fel- 
low, and between his juggling feats, toss- 
ing his pan into the air to turn the oook- 
ing fish or meat exchanges gossip and 
josts with tho diners. This place is 
kept comparatively clean.1 Tho floor ia 
covered with sawdust and the coiling 
festooned with gundy colored paper ont 
in fanciful designs. Two parrots add to 
the general din, and all sorts and con- 
ditions of oats prowl around the floor. 


The restaurant is conducted by two 


brothers, ono of whom waits on table, 
while tho other attends bar and looks 
after tho cash receipts. Every Italian 
after dining stops at the bar for a ohnt 
and a drink. Instead of a liquor, the 
host pours generous glasses of claret for 
himself and his guests, and these are 
speedily tossed off. A casual visitor, aft- 
er witnessing this ceremony about 25 
times in quick succession, is apt to grow 
nervous about the health of the host, 
but he appears uono the worse for his 
oouviviality at C.io end of the evening. 
The younger brother sometimes relieves 
Ills brother at tho bar. Ho is quite as 
hospitable, and his invariable drink be- 
ing absinthe and seltzer his case seems 
even more alarming. 


This restaurant, at 7:80 in the even- 


ing, 
when dinner is in fall swing, pre 


sonts an odd Eight, the Italians sitting 
around tho tables, most of them with 
their hats on, gesticulating and talking 
excitedly across the room, while they 
roll the spaghetti round their forks and 
dexterously transfer it in yard length! 
to thoir mouths. A butcher, with all 
the marks of his trade about him, ooou 
pies a table with the policeman on the 
beat, who gets the best service of all; a 
few men about town, who have beard oi 
the chef's fame, and forgot the unsavory 
looking company in their enjoyment oJ 
the plates, nnd often a table or two taken 
by young society girls with their chap 
eron and escorts. • The girls consider a 
dinner at Btizzuro'D a tremendous lark. 


Tho Americans do not venture on the 


claret so generously served with the din 
ner. A flask of Chiauti is ordered in its 
stead, and tho proprietor a) ways proffers 
tho ompty Mask to the youngest member 
of the party as a souvenir. —Sail Fran- 
oisco Letter.
